1 . (currently amended) A connector for contacting a conductor of a ribbon cable, 
the connector comprising; 

a receptacle for receiving the rihhoiL cable; and 

a contacting device comprising a holder adapted to be placed on the receptacle in 
a predetermined position and a rotary unit mounted rotatablv in the holder and having at least 
one pi e rcing coniae t -a plurality of piercing contacts arranged in a line with constant spacing for 
contacting a corresponding number of equally spaced conductors of the ribbop cable, the 
piercing contacts being moveable in a plane perpendicular to the piercing direction by rotation of 
the rotary u n it to place the line of contacts tho onnduotnr nf thn nahln. tha nonfiling Hnvinn hmng 
adapt e d to b e plac e d on th e- r e o e ptacl e s uch that th e pi e rcing contact come3 to lie in a freely 
selectable position relative to th ejceceptacle such that the spacing between the piercing contacts 
in a directi on across the ribbon cable corresponds to the spacing between the conductors in the 
ribbon cable in th e receptacl e , in ord e r to contnot - tho nnndnntnr nf thn cnhl a ran fl iv fl H it» tha 
r e ceptacl e. 

2. (original) A connector according to claim 1, wherein the contacting device 
comprises a plurality of piercing contacts arranged in a line with constant spacing for contacting 
a conresponding number of equally spaced conductors of a ribbon cable, the line of piercing 
contacts being adapted to be oriented relative to the receptacle such that the spacing between the 
piercing contacts in a direction across the ribbon cable corresponds exactly to the spacing 
between the conductors in the ribbon cable. 

3 . (original) A connector according to claim 2, wherein the contacting device is in 
two parts and comprises a holder, adapted to be placed on the receptacle in a predetermined 
position, and a rotary unit mounted rotatably in the holder and having the piercing contacts 
arranged thereon. 
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4. (currently amended) A connector according to claim 3 for contacting a 
conductor of a cable, thc,CQtinectQr.CQmnrisin^: 

a receptacle for receiving the cable: and 

a contacting dev ice adapted to be placed on the r eceptacle pjid having at least one 
piercing contact for contacting the conductor of the cable, the contacting device being adapted to 
be placed on the recep tacle such that the piercing contact comes to lie in a freely selectable 
position in the receptacle, in order to contact the conductor of the cable received in the 
receptacle, wherein: the contacting device comprises a plurality of piercing contacts arranged in 
a line with constant spacing for contacting a corresponding number of equally spaced conductors 
of a ribbon cable, the line of piercing contacts being adapted to be o riented relative to the 
receptacle such that th e spacing between the piercing contacts in a direction across the ribbon 
cable corresponds exactly to the spaci ng between the conductors in the ribbon cable: the 
contacting device is in two parts and comprises a holder, adapted to be placed on the receptacle 
in^ predetennined position and a rotary unit mounted rotatablv in the holder and having the 
piercing contacts arranged thereon: and the contacting device has markings thereon identifying 
particular positions of the rotary unit relative to the holder. 

5. (currently amended) A connector according to claim 3 for contacting a 
conductor of a cable, the connector comp rising 

a receptacle for receiving the cable: and 

a contacting deyice adapted to be place d on the receptacle and having at least one 
piercing contact for contacting th e conductor of the cabl e, the contacting device being adapted to 
be placed on the receptacle such that the pi ercing contact comes to lie in a freely selectable 
position in the receptacle, in order to contact the co nductor of the cable received in the 
yeceptacle, wherein: the contacting device comprises a plurality of pi ercing contacts arranged in 
a line with constant spacing for c ontacting a corresponding number of equally spaced conductor 
of a ribbon cable, the line of piercing contacts being adapted to be oriented relative to the 
receptacle such that the spacing, betwee n the pier cing, contacts in a direction across the ribbon 
cable corresponds exactly to the spa cing between the conductors in the ribbon cable: the 
contacting, device is in two parts and comprises a holder, adapted to be placed on n> e receptacle 
in a predetermined position , and a rotary unit mounted rotatablv in the holder and having the 
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piercing contacts arranged thereon: and the contacting device comprises a latching means for 
fixing the rotary unit in particular positions in the holder, 

6. (original) A connector according to claim 3, wherein the contacting device 
comprises a seal against water and dust particles between holder and rotary unit 

7. (original) A connector according to claim 1 , wherein the piercing contacts each 
comprise cylindrical seals. 

8. (original) A connector according to claim 1 , wherein the piercing contacts are 
connected to socket contacts of a socket or plug contacts of a plug of the contacting device. 

9. (currently amended) A connector according to claim 1, wherein for contacting a 
conductor of a cabl e , th e conn e ctor comprising: 

a receptacl e for r e c e iving the coble; and 

a contacting devic e adapt e d to b e plac e d on th e rec e ptacl e and having at toast ono 
piercing contact for contacting th e conductor of the eoblQ r the contacting d e vic e b e ing devices 
are moveable in a plane perpendicular to the piercing direction t o place the piercing contact in a 
freely selectable position in a direction transverse the cable. 

1 0. (currently amended) The connector of claim 9, wherein the contacting dovico 
mtarv unit is rotatable about a fixed axis to change the relative position of the piercing contact 
with respect to the conductor. 
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
